Not  SO’  many  years  ago,  the  women  of  this  country  were 
holding  mass  meetings,  marching  on  Washington,  D.C.,  and 
doing  all  sorts  of  things  to  convince  male  lawmakers  that  they 
should  be  given  the  franchise.  Their  crusade  was  successful, 
and  the  female  population  of  the  USA  was  “liberated” — they 
were  given  the  right  to  VOTE! 

Here  at  BYU  no  such  crusade  is  necessary.  Everyone, 
whether  male  or  female,  over  21  or  under,  and  irrespective  of 
his  race,  may  cast  a vote  for  those  who  will  comprise  the  stu- 
dent administration  for  1953. 

In  past  years,  only  a small  percentage  of  the  studentbody 
has  taken  advantage  of  this  pirvilege.  Less  than  50  per  cent 
of  the  students  voted  in  the  recent  primary  election.  Little 
more  than  50  per  cent  voted  in  last  year’s  final  elections.  This 
is  rather  a poor  showing  for  a university  which  is  founded  on 
the  very  principles  of  democracy. 

The  people  who  are  elected  to  studentbody  offices  are  your 
representatives.  They  should  represent  a majority  of  the  stu- 
dentbody, not  a minority.  The  only  way  they  can  do  that  is 
for  all  students  to  vote. 

Is  it  such  an  effort  to  step  inside  a voting  booth  and  mark 
an  “x”  in  the  appropriate  space?  Yet  it  is  probably  our  most 
important  responsibility  as  students. 

We  don’t  care  who  you  vote  for — the  candidates  are  all 
fine  people.

For  Blessings  Found  in  U.S. 


Air  Force  Needs  20  ROTC  Cadets  Will  Attend 


From  what  I had  read  in  books 
and  seen  in  the  movies  "The 
States”  seemed  to  be  quite  a 
place  both  in  size  and  importance. 

I marvelled  at  the  big  buildings 
in  the  East  and  at  the  mountains 
and  wide  open  ranges  in  the 
West.. 

We  arrived  in  New  York  at  7 
a.m.  The  first  thing  that  attract- 
ed our  attention  was  the  Statue 
of  Liberty.  When  we  came  closer 
to  it,  I found  it  was  so  small,  and 
could  hardly  believe  that  one 
could  go  to  the  top  of  it  and 
put  his  head  through  one  of  the 
holes  of  the  crown.  The  next 
thing  we  saw  was  the  big  block 
of  houses  called  Manhattan.  The 
surface  of  the  space  all  these 
buildings  took  in  seemed  to  bo 
very  small  and  compact,  every- 
thing looked  so  crammed  and 
close  together  and  it  was  Impos- 
sible to  think  that  eight  million 
people  could  live  there,  which  is  I 
the  population  of  whole  Belgium. 

Walk  on  Fifth  Avenue 
That  day  I went  sightseeing  all 
by  myself.  I walked  on  Fifth 
Avenue,  Broadway.  I crossed 
Central  Park  from  one  end  to 
the  other  and  it  was  real  fun  to 
see  the  park  enclosed  on  all  sides 
by  nice  and  high  houses.  When  I 
stood  in  front  of  the  Empire 
State  building,  I looked  up  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
didn’t  look  any  higher  than  the 
one  24  story  building  we  have  in 
Antwerp.  Maybe  it  was  because 
there  isn’t  such  a great  contrast 
between  Empire  State  and  the 
other  buildings  around  as  there 
is  between  our  skyscraper  and 
the  seven  story  houses  (and  less) 
around  it.  In  one  word  every- 
thing didn’t  look  as  big  and  pow- 
erful as  I expected  it  to  bo.  One 
thing  I’d  like  to  say  that  after 
• having  been  in  many  other  places 
I like  New  York  best  of  all.  It’s 
a wonderful  town  and  very  nice 
people. 

Disappointed  in  Fence* 

From  New  York  I went  to  Tor- 
onto, Can.,  where  I stayed  for 
-two  months;  then  I came  to  Utah 
by  bus.  It  took  three  days  and 
nights  to  get  here,  a little  tire- 
some but  pleasant.  After  I had 
thought  to  see  wide  open  range  I 
was  quite  disappointed  when  I 
saw  that  everywhere  we  went 
everything  was  fenced  off.  I was 
amazed  at  all  the  little  towns 
they  have  here  in  Utah  and  also 
in  other  states. 

The  greatest  tfirill  was  when  I 
arrived  In  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
for  the  first  time  in  my  life  I was 
able  to  look  at  the  temple  in  all 
its  grandeur.  It  was  5:20  in  the 
morning,  icy  cold  and  slippery, 
but  I didn’t  care,  I would  have 
gone  through  any  weather  just 
to  look  at  it,  even  from  behind 
the  iron  gates. 

American  Food  Different 
I stayed  in  Logan  for  a month 
before  I came  to  Provo.  I met 
lots  of  nice  people  and  also  got 
acquainted  with  American  life 
and  American  food.  The  Ameri- 
can way  of  eating  isn’t  a bit  of 
what  it  is  at  home,  and  I sure 
miss  some  of  the  good  pastries 
we  have  had  .home,  and  also  sev- 
eral kinds  of  vegetables  which  I 
haven’t  found  here  so  far.  In- 
stead. I guess  I’ll  have  to  get 
used  to  eating  corn,  squash  and 
sweet  potatoes  which  I'don  t like

300  Graduates 
In  Special  Study 

The  United  States  Air  Force 
needs  300  college  graduates  who 
can  qualify  for  special  study  for 
Its  Air  Weather  Service,  and  will 
appoint  them  second  lieutenants 
in  the  Air  Force  Reserve.  Lt.  Col. 
Jesse  E.  Stay,  director  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  Air 
Force  ROTC.  was  informed  to- 
day by  Maj.  Gen.  William  E. 
Hall,  Commanding  General  of  the 
Fourth  Air  Force. 

According  to  Col.  Stay,  they 
must  be  under  27  years  old,  and 
hold  the  baccalaureate  degree 
which  includes  mathematics  cred- 
it through  Integral  calculus  and 
one  year  of  physics.  They  need 
not  have  majored  in  engineering 
or  physics. 

Successful  applicants  will  re 
ceive  meteorological  training  at 
one  of  seven  colleges  in  the  Unit- 
ed States,  including  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Los  Angeles 
and  Washington  State  University, 
during  school  year  1952-53. 

Application  forms  should  be  ob- 
tained from  the  nearest  Army 
and  Air  Force  recruiting  statihn. 
or  through  a written  requect 
from  Reserve  Appointment  Sec- 
tion, Headquarters  Fourth  Air 
Force,  Hamilton  Air  Force  Base, 
Hamilton,  Calif. 

Applicants  must-  be  ready  to 
supply  two  transcripts  of  college 
credits,  and  a signed  willingness 
to  remain  in  active  service  for 
three  years  after  training.  The 
BYU  AFROTC  unit  has  informa- 
tion on  special  Air  Force  schools 
in  other  fields  available  to  col- 
lege . graduates  seeking  direct 
commissions.
